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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Yamada (USPN 5,706,969). 

With respect to claim 1 , Yamada shows an inner vessel (2) an outer vessel (3) is 
arranged in the outer vessel (3) with a gap (4) there between, a bag (5) filed with a low 
thermal conductivity gas of at least one of Argon, Xenon, and Krypton. A reinforcement 
member (7) made of a material whose rigidity is higher than that of a composition 
material of the bag. 

With respect to claim 2,Yamada shows reinforcement member (7) is arranged at 
more than two sides of the bag. 

With respect to claims 3,4, Yamada shows a first protrusion or a first cavity in the 
center, a second cavity (4), formed on the reinforcement member (7), and a bag (5) can 
be easily inserted into the gap. 

With respect to claims 5,6,7,8, Yamada shows polygonal shapes (fig.2), Yamada 
further shows a protrusion formed on each of the reinforcement member of each bag, 
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wherein the protrusion of the reinforcement member of one of the bags engages with 
the corresponding cavity (fig. 5). The bags can be easily inserted into the gap.
